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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the 
application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Held et al. disclose different type of ink jet recording sheet. This is 
unpersuasive for reasons of record. Contrary to applicant's arguments, Held et al. clearly disclose a cross-linked binder and the 
percentage of cross-linkable groups in the binder. The reference also discloses the degree of polymerization of the binder as 400 to 3000 
(see col. 9, lines 24-42). It is unclear how applicants conclude that the binder of the reference is not cross-linked. In addition, applicants 
attempt to assess the ratio of silica to binder only taking into account binder that has been cross-linked. The claims are not so limited. 
Finally, the examples are not persuasive because they are not directed to the closest prior art. In addition, one of ordinary skill in this art 
would expect significant changes in properties when comparing a cross-linked polymer to one that is selected because it is capable of 
being cross-linked, but is in fact left uncross-linked. . 
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
